Santa’s arrival this Saturday to 
Vulcan will be greeted with as 
much color and enthusiasm as that 
which met him last year, If plans 
laid out at the recent noon lunch¬ 
eon of the Vulcan District Board 
of Trade, are carried out by all 
merchants. 

As was the case In 1960, the 
Board has passed around a Christ¬ 
mas tree free to each local busi¬ 
ness with the provision that lt be 
set up outside of the store and de¬ 
corated, thereby assisting in out¬ 
side street lighting, as well as pro¬ 
viding a welcome atmosphere for 
shoppers at each store.

Acceptance with reservations 
was given the channelled traffic 
plan now in effect where the ac¬ 
cess road to town meets the main 
highway. A letter was sent to the 
Provincial Highways Department 
acknowledging the improvement 
noted in traffic entering the ac¬ 
cess road from the north, traffic 
leaving town to the south and also 
to the north. However It was 
pointed out that traffic from the 
south entering Vulcan has a 
greater than 90 degree left turn 
to get off the highway into the 
narrow lane used also by traffic 
entering from the north. This turn 
necessitates crossing a through 
traffic lane from the north and 
leaves the possibility of piling up 
traffic from the south, is especi¬ 
ally awkward for trailer trucks 
and buses and .leemed potentially 
dangerous for all vehicles. 

Biggest assist for the present, 
suggested in the letter, was that 
the access road be made wider to 
eliminate the bottle-neck through 
which incoming traffic flows from 
the main highway. Another fear 
expressed by members was that 
in the event of heavy winter 
snows, the directional barricades 
set up at present may drift in 
causing serious traffic tie-ups at 
the intersection.

A salary schedule basically the 
same as that in effect last year 
has been agreed upon for the 1961- 
62 term by the County of Vulcan 
and the teachers In the County 
represented by the Vulcan Local, 
Alberta Teachers Association. 

There are a few minor changes, 
the most important one being a 
change from S200 to $300 in the 
increments for teaching experience 
each of the first three years. For 
the fourth to seventh years of 
teaching experience the incre¬ 
ments for experience remain at 
$200 a year. 

Basic salaries are the same as 
last year, from $3000 for a teacher 
with no experience and one year’s 
training, to a maximum of $8,100 
for a teacher with 12 year’s ex¬ 
perience and six years training. 

A new clause added to the con¬ 
tract provides for the granting of 
leave of absence by the School 
Committee on application by the 
teacher for study approved by the 
Committee for improving the 
teacher’s academic or professional 
education. Any teacher whose ap¬ 
plication for such leave of ab¬ 
sence for In-service training is ap¬ 
proved by the Committee, shall 
give an undertaking in writing to 
return to his duties following ex¬ 
piration of his leave and shall not 
resign or retire from teaching 
service other than by mutual 
agreement between the Committee 
and the teacher for a period of at 
least two years after resuming his 
duties. A teacher granted such in- 
service training leave shall receive 
a salary of $1,800 a year. (Note: 
This clause is designed to encour¬ 
age suitable teachers to qualify 
for high school teaching positions).

A crisis of a sort Is lacing the 
executive of the Vulcan Golf and 
Country Club at the annual meet¬ 
ing to be held late in January. It 
will be tossed in the laps of the 
club membership for direction. 

Water for the course from a 
ground supply is the problem that 
has been under discussion at re¬ 
cent monthly meeting of the ex¬ 
ecutive. As a helping measure, a 
tank truck was purchased this 
spring for the purpose of water¬ 
ing the areas close to greens and 
other specific plots or seeded 
grass. The dry summer did serious 
damage to fairways, although re¬ 
seeding will be nearly carried out 
in 1962, and it is feared that with 
another such summer with no ar¬ 
tificial water supply, the course 
will be in very serious condition. 

The executive have already in¬ 
volved several hundreds of dollars 
in drilling for test holes on the 
course but further work on a pro¬ 
ject which will see a water sup¬ 
ply and sprinkling system on fair¬ 
ways, will mean a big investment 
of money. 

This, then is the problem to be 
taken to the annual meeting 
where an expenditure of this na¬ 
ture may be accepted, with the ac¬ 
companying financial obligation, or 
rejected, with the trust being 
placed in the assurance of natural 
rainfall to keep the course play¬ 
able.

First Come - First Served 

Get your order in now if you are planning to take 
advantage of the free trees offered very year to Al¬ 
berta farmers by the government nurseries at Brooks 
and Oliver. Because there is such a demand for these 
trees and shrubs, it is a case of first come first 
served! 

Any farmer in this province is eligible for govern¬ 
ment trees providing the land on which he intends to 
plant them was aummerfallowed this year and the 
trees are to be used for a farmstead, field or roadside 
shelterbelt. There is no limit to the number of trees 
•each applicant can order. 

Spruce, maples, ash, elms, caragana and a limited 
number of Colorado spruce, willows, honeysuckles and 
lilac are among the trees and shrubs that will be 
shipped to all parts of this province next spring. In 
addition, low and high growing bundles, each contain¬ 
ing 50 trees and shrubs of various species, are avail¬ 
able from the government nurseries. 

Alberta’s Supervisor of Horticulture P. D. Mc- 
Calla recommends planting a row of shrubs such as 
caragana in the front of the shelterbent to act as a 
snow trap and then a row of fast-growing deciduous 
trees (those that lose their leaves each year) such as 
poplar, laurel, leaf willow or Manitoba maples behind 
this. A slow growing deciduous tree such as green ash 
or American elm should make up the third row and 
evergreens the fourth. Shelterbelts should be planted 
100 feet from buildings and 125 feet away from road¬ 
side fences. 

Since tree planting is a long term investment, it 
is well worth while to consult your district agricul¬ 
turist before embarking on a tree planting program. 
He will help you to decide the best varieties to grow 
in your particular soil and climate as well as advise 
you regarding the best location and spacing of the 
trees from the point of view of shelter and beautifica¬ 
tion of your premises.
